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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 4-6, and 8-1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither teaches nor suggests the connecting the outer lead of the second TAB 
tape to at least one of the wafer bumps in the peripheral region of the third chip, 
connecting an inner lead of a third TAB tape having an inner lead and an outer lead to 
at least one other wafer bump in the peripheral region of the third chip, connecting wafer 
bumps in a peripheral region of a fourth chip to the outer lead of the second TAB tape 
and the inner lead of the second TAB tape, and performing and encapsulation step. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion
